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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 2, 4-5, 7, 9, 1 1 and 1 3 of U.S. Application No. 1 0/568,623 filed on 
05/21/2009 are presented for examination. Claims 1, 3, 6, 8, 10, 12 and 14-24 have 
been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 4-5, 7, 9, 11 and 13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In re claim 2, the specific limitations of "a power consumption pattern canceling 
portion for generating a power consumption cancelling patter for canceling a power 
consumption pattern in said electronic device to be tested; and a power consumption 
pattern transmission portion for sending power consumption cancelling pattern to said 
temperature adjusting device" in the combination as claimed are neither anticipated nor 
made obvious over the prior art made of record. 

Claims 4-5 are also allowable for depending on allowable claim 2. 

Regarding claim 7, the specific limitations of "generating a power consumption 
cancelling pattern for canceling a power consumption in said electronic device to be 
tested; and transmitting said power consumption canceling pattern to said temperature 
adjusting device" in the combination as claimed are neither anticipated nor made 
obvious over the prior art made of record. 

With respect to claim 9, the specific limitations of "a power consumption pattern 
canceling portion for generating a power consumption cancelling patter for canceling a 
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power consumption pattern in said electronic device to be tested; and a power 
consumption pattern transmission portion for sending power consumption cancelling 
pattern to said temperature adjusting device" in the combination as claimed are neither 
anticipated nor made obvious over the prior art made of record. 

As for claim 1 1 , the specific limitations of "a power consumption pattern 
canceling portion for generating a power consumption cancelling patter for canceling a 
power consumption pattern in said electronic device to be tested; and a power 
consumption pattern transmission portion for sending power consumption cancelling 
pattern to said temperature adjusting device" in the combination as claimed are neither 
anticipated nor made obvious over the prior art made of record. 

Regarding claim 13, the specific limitations of "generating a power consumption 
cancelling pattern for canceling a power consumption in said electronic device to be 
tested; and transmitting said power consumption canceling pattern to said temperature 
adjusting device" in the combination as claimed are neither anticipated nor made 
obvious over the prior art made of record.
